In honor of the formal dedica- 
tion of BCC, the third annual 
Charter Week was held from May 
1-May 7 at the college. Although 


Hal Holbrook presented readings from Mark Twain’s writings, and 
provided an accurate and amusing insight into Twain’s character and 
beliefs. Holbrook’s characterization was most effective, and the manner- 
isms and gestures which were used by Holbrook reflected the personality 
of the 19th century author. The selections were humorous and were well 
appreciated by the audience. 

One of the essays presented by Holbrook, Decay in the Art of Lying, 
offered Twain's interesting view of lying. The most memorable part of 
this sketch was the statement, “I have higher principles than George 
Washington. George cannot tell a lie. I can, but I won't.” 

Holbrook has spent years perfecting his impersonation of Twain, 
with the result of having an almost perfect characterization. Constant 
research and documentation assures Mr. Holbrook that his interpretation 
is effective as possible.—J. Bruntel 

The fourth and last in a series of musical concerts was given on the 
evening of May 7, by the Bronx Community and College Orchestra in our 
college auditorium. 

The orchestra opened with the Prelude to “Die Meistersinger” by 
Wagner which was played so well, that it could please the fastidious 
standards of the most picayune critic. Special praise must also be 
extended to the violin section for their laudable efforts in this selection. 

The third selection, “Introduction and Allegro” by Ravel was 
distinctfully marked for audience approva] when the world renowned 
harpist, Diane Comins, displayed the soothing effects of her instrument, 
Hearty acclamation is also in order for the light lyrical tonalities of the 
woodwinds for their important role in making ths piece praiseworthy. 

Mussorgsky’s “Night on Bold Mountain” followed, which in my 
estimation best exemplified the orchestras capacity for acting as a 
coordinated entity in playing this difficult piece. It also showed us the 
professional abilities of the orchestra. 

The greatest thanks and plaudits must be bestowed, needless to say, 
upon Louis Simon, the conductor, who brought all of the disjointed 
strings together and made the evening a resounding and unforgettable

Tobias And The Angel, a full length comedy, was presented with 
ease and artistry by the Play Production Class and the Drama club, 
under the capable and creative direction of Mel Wittenstein. Cesar A. 
Torres, playing the lead as Tobias, performed with the youth and 
inspiration necessary for his difficult role. Taken from the book of Tobit, 
the entire performance was an example of the amazing progress made 
by student performers in the past year. 

Sarah, played by Jill Bletcher, proved to be an inspired female lead, 
consistently effective in her role, Charles Boyd, as the angel Raphael, 
and Bob Anderson as Sarah's father, Raguel, were the surprises of the 
evening. Mr. Anderson’s portrayal of the friendly, back slapping rich 
man, and Mr. Boyd’s interpretation of the friendly but mysterious 
servant who only reveals himself as an angel near the end, were tributes 
to their artistic skill and the creative directing of Mr. Wittenstein. 

After the performance, Mr. Wittenstein expressed his appreciaion 
to his stage manager, Helene Cohen, whose contributions to the play 
were both many and obvious.

The recent vote of the Student Government Executive 
Committee, in closed session, to empower the Student News- 
letter to print an editorial in support of Joe Mazza, Presiden- 
tial Candidate, is a violation of the faith which the student 
body has in that Committee, and an example of dirty politics 
in the extreme.

As of late, he has been less 
active, serving mainly as the Student Government Represent- 
ative on BCC Assoc., Ine., and as a member of the Cultural 
Committee. His position as New Editor of Communicator 
marks him as a man who knows much of what is taking place 
in the college, both in and out of student government. Lacking 
is close contact with present members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Both candidates have a platform proving their experience 
with government. Mr. Kennedy has served on the Constitu- 
tional Committee, which was responsible for drafting the pres- 
ent SG Constitution. Mr. Mazza has served effectively on 
Executive Committee and as Liaison to the Assembly. Both 
men have asserted opinions and ideas on student-faculty rela- 
tions which we feel are indicative of the results of their past 
associations in this field.

Oregon, like the Communicator, 
takes note of important, imminent 
student government. “There has 
been much criticism of the present 
Student Council by some of the 
candidates. Criticism is good, par- 
ticularly when it is constructive 
and has some basis, but strong 
criticisms have been voiced in the 
student lounge without the critics 
knowing all the facts. Granted, 
Student Council makes mistakes, 
but what government body has 
ever been perfect? 

The year is almost over, but 
there will be new leaders next year 
with a lot of work ahead of them. 
They will need support and ideas. 
Competent leaders are a necessity. 
There is a need for cooperation be- 
tween the president, vice-presi- 
dent, and oter council members. 

All these and many more are the 
aspects for consideration when the 
May elections come.” 

The student voice of the State 
University of New York Agricul- 
tural and Technical College at 
Alfred, the TOR-ECHO, has opened 
another front in its battle against 
apathy. “Alfred Tech is small, not 
only physically, but intellectually 
and idealistically, and is buried in 
student apathy and plagued by an 
administration and faculty that has 
no genuine concern for the students. 

“The position of the administra- 
tion is partially understandable, 
with its responsibility to a good 
public image and to the State Uni- 
versity, with all its public and 
political reverberations. The ad- 
ministration has a serious obliga- 
tion in acting as ‘in loco parentis.’ 
The faculty’s position, though, can- 
not be rationalized so easy as the 
administration’s since imposed ob- 
ligations are not quite as apparent 
as those of the administration. 
Other than academically, this writer 
feels that the faculty is far from 
being an asset to this school, and 
that faculty indifference and ap- 
athy is more contemptable than 
that of students. 

The student newspaper of Brook- 
lyn College, ken, printed a resolu- 
tion written and approved by their 
Student Council censuring Brook- 
lyn College President Harry Gid- 
eonse for his statements concerning 
student demonstrators. “President 
Gideonse saw fit to speak out on 
the issue of Communism on the 
Brooklyn College campus. We re- 
spectfully submit that in the future 
President Gideonse should use his 
office of President to clarify the 
basic problems confronting the 
school by presenting his ideas on 
college problems to the appropriate 
student and faculty committees 
where they can be accepted or re- 
jected on their merits. President 
Gideonse should not wait until 
grevious problems reach his desk, 
but rather, should speak out on 
campus affairs that affect the life 
of the college community.”

BCC To Debate 


The first debating associa- 
tion for two year colleges was 
formed recently at a confer- 
ence in upper New York. Dr. 
Wynn Reynolds, chairman of 
BCC’s speech department was 
elected president of the New York 


State Debate Association for two 
year colleges. 


Drawing out of a need for proper 
competition among two year col- 
leges, reaction among New York 
State’s Community Colleges has 
been great; there are nine member 
colleges already. 


In the near future, Dr. Reynolds 
expects to foster student interest 
in debating by initiating a debate 
club and a debate team at BCC, 
and registering students for the de- 
bate and argumentation courses, 
which have been listed in the cat- 
alogue, but not given in the past. 


Dr. Reynolds indicated that a re- 
quest from twelve to fifteen hun- 
dred dollars will have to be made 
in order to cover the expenses of 
the team. The first activity of the 
association will take place at 
Broome College in upper New 
York at which time a debate work- 
shop will be held, and a sample 
debate will be given by two out- 
standing debate teams from four 
year colleges. 


Student reaction is expected to 
be high. Many students have al- 
ready expressed great interest. 
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These games were student organized. 

If the College’s intramural sports program is to be continued next term, 
this student organization must start organizing now. Student publicity 
and coordination should be both centralized, and organized in a stand-in 
committee. Many colleges across the country have already found an 
answer to this need-a Varsity Club. 

The club or society could, as a service organization; 

1. Aid the College in the distribution of tickets for games. 

2. Coordinate an intramural program schedule. 

3. Promote sporting events. 

4. Run team and club membership drives. 

5. Establish a year end athletic social including both the teams and 

the sporting clubs. 

By setting up an inter-group coordinated campaign to raise new 
members the groups will have a more organized, efficient drive, with 
little duplication of efforts. The club would handle posters, speeches, 
demonstrations, and publicity in a centralized manner. 

The major responsibility of the club would be that area of publicity. 
At the present time, the Bowling, Wrestling, Swimming, and Volleyball 
squads operate completely aside from the Rifle, Gymnastics, and Wo- 
men’s Bowling clubs. 

Organization of the society would be by representation (one member 
per club or team) on an Executive Board, plus a membership combining 
the Varsity Letter holders, and the equivalent on the club rosters. 

An effort is being made to have the club chartered by the Fall 
Freshman Orientation. If the club is organized in time, 1965 could be 
BCC’s biggest year in sports. You could be a part of it. Just drop a note 
into roomBM-4. BCC has a big program lined up for next term. Let's 
make it one to remember. 





All large elections tend to bring out certain inequalities 
between the qualifications of the various groups running for 
office, to some extent we can accept this. What we can not and 
will not accept is the obvious unfairness shown by the elections 
committee, under Thomas Young, resulting in inequalities 
created by these committee actions. There are gross violations 
being permitted the Joseph Mazza ticket regarding election 
materials, while Mike Kennedy’s materials are checked to ex- 
treme exactness, There are too many WHYs on the activities 
of Mr. Young. In particular: WHY does it take one week to OK 
materials for Mike Kennedy, and only two or three days for 
Joe Mazza? WHY are materials of Mr. Kennedy’s misplaced, 
forgotten, or not given to the committee by Mr. Young? WHY 
are hundreds of handbills endorsing Mr. Mazza turning up 
with Twenty-Nine errors—when they are supposedly proof- 
read in the same manner that withheld one Kennedy poster 
for one word out of place? WHY is Mr. Young putting up two 
Scholastic Achievement posters for every one of Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s? WHY is it that Mr. Mazza is able to have his material 
O.K.'’d en mass, while there is no time for Mr. Kennedy’s? WHY 
is Mr. Young not halting campaigning on the schoo! steps, and 
permitting Miss Fromewick to hand out handbills on the third 
floor, in violation of the elections committee rules? WHY, if 
before the elections, use of the school lockers for distribution 
of campaign materials was not permitted, this regulation was 
lifted, three different handbills of Joe Mazza were given 
out, and Mr. Kennedy never notified of the change? WHY did 
Mr. Young prevent the members of the Elections Committee 
from making a statement on the use of the Student Newsletter 
for personal campaigning on the part of Mr. Berger? WHY 
are most of the materials for Joe Mazza not even seen by the 
Committee Co-Chairman, Miss Katz, before they are distri- 
buted? WHY is the Elections Committee being kept in the dark 
about Mr. Young giving the stamp for approval of materials 
to Mr. Berger to stamp Mr. Mazza’s material only? WHY is 
this done when members of the committe are not being per- 
mitted to stamp anything now? WHY was Mr. Ornstein per- 
mitted to use the P.A. system to endorse a candidate when Mr. 
Luboff was denied this on the grounds that it was illegal use 
of school facilities? 

Lastly, WHY are Mr. Berger, and Mr. Young being per- 
mitted to remain involved in this election if they condone these 
so-called, ‘fair’ campaign actions? We hope that on election 
day, the voters vote on qualifications, not publicity.

(Continued from column 2) 
pounded on the contributions that 
Lerner’s has made within the com- 
munity in the fields of employ- 
ment, choice of goods, and low 
costs. 

Mr. Jack Hirshhorn, Vice-Presi- 
dent and General Merchandise 
Manager of Alexander's Depart- 
ment Stores, then spoke on the 
role Alexander’s has played in 
satisfying the needs of the city- 
dweller. He outlined the needs of 
these people and how his store has 
gone about solving the problems 
connected with these needs. 

He then explained the value of 
low margin (selling goods at a low 
profit but in volume) to both the 
store and the consumer. Some of 
the reasons were: the consumer 
could get more for his money by 
sacrificing frills, getting the bene- 
fits of volume buying, and the 
policy of the store to refrain from 
national advertising. 

Prof. Benjamin J. Cutler, Forum 
Coordinator, had this to say about 
the conference, “It succeeded in its 
purpose which was to enlighten the 
student to the roll of the manu- 
facturer.” Prof. Cutler also pointed 
out that many of the students 
were impressed by BCC, and now 
want to attend the college next fall. 

The forum also succeeded in 
getting across the managements’ 
point of view to the students. The 
people present were allowed to ask 
questions of the panel which was 
comprised of: Dr. Bernard P. Corb- 
man, Chairman of the Department 
of Business and Commerce at BCC, 
Prof. Marvin Hirshfeld, Retailing 
Curriculum Advisor, Mr. Epstein, 
and Mr. Hirschhorn.

— BUT — kids can 
learn and constructively create— 
and computors can't. 

At a recent conference on Com- 
munity Colleges I made the com- 
ment that we hope that our grad- 
uates will continue to live for a 
few years, and therefore must be 
assisted to “l'earn how to learn” 
and to study on their own initia- 
tive.
